Roger B. Chaffee, are to 
remain in space for up to 14 
days to wring out all system s 
in the new space ship. Their 
flight will be the first of a 
series of trips aimed at landing 
Apollo astronauts on the moon 
in 1968. 
The short time spread

start of Apollo indicates

effort. 
Viet Troops 
Now Exceed 
Korean Peak 


By BOB HORTON 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States now has more 
men In Viet Nam than were sta­ 
tioned in Korea during the peak 
of that war, and officials leave 
little doubt that the commit­ 
ment will go higher. 


UJS. manpower in South Viet 
Nam hit 328,000 this week, 1,000 
more than the number of Amer­ 
ican troops deployed within Ko­ 
rea in June 1953. 
This milestone in the South­ 
east Asian struggle virtually 
passed unnoticed until the Pen­ 
tagon's statistical branch, in 
response to questions, provided 
figures showing the Korean in­ 
country strength was 327,000at 
its height. 
The over-all UJS. force in­ 
volved in the Viet Nam war, 
including out-of-country support 
elements, still is about 60,000 
shy of the peak over-all Korean 
commitment of 472,800. 


The surpassing of the Korean 
in-country mark cam easSecre- 
tary of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara was touring Viet Nam. 
Ending his eighth visit there, 
the Pentagon chief told news­ 
men in Saigon the m ilitary ef­ 
fort was going "very satisfac­ 
torily" and he foresaw no sub­ 
stantial change in the rate of 
deployment of UJS. troops to 
Viet Nam In coming months. 


Pentagon officials took this as 
a sign that the UJS. input of men 
will continue at about the same 
rate as the past year — some 
15,000 men a month. This would 
mean a year-end level of around 
370,000. 
In Congress Thursday Sen. 
John C. Stennis, D-Miss., pre­ 
dicted American strength would 
reach 500,000 by the end of next 
year. A continuation of the 15,- 
000-men-a-month input for the 
next 12 months would put UJS. 
strength in Viet Nam just-over 
the half-million mark in 1967. 


Some top m ilitary officials 
have said they think 7 50,000 UJS. 
troops will be required to end 
the war. 


After the original Mercury

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) — 
The wraps a re about to come off 
in theA rkansas governor's race 
between Democrat Jim Johnson 
and Republican Winthrop Rock­ 
efeller after two months of noth­ 
ing more than some gentle spar­ 
ring. 


The lull has been Johnson's 
doing. Rockefeller came out 
ready to fight just after Johnson 
won a bitter Democratic runoff 
prim ary with less than 52 per 
cent of the vote Aug. 9. 


While 
Rockefeller paraded 
across the state, Johnson stayed 
in his headquarters and worked 
at patching up the Democratic 
party organization, split by the 
prim ary campaign. 
Fearful of wearing himself 
out while his opponent was inac­ 
tive, Rockefeller quickly cut 
back his schedule. 


Success in uniting the party 
behind him is critical to John­ 
son. Already some top Demo­ 
crats have defected. More are 
reported ready to. 
An early fear among voters 
that election of Johnson might 
precipitate racial demonstra. 
tions and violence appears to be 
diminishing. Johnson has re ­ 
fused to discuss the race issue, 
except to admit that he is a 
segregationist. 


Rockefeller has continued to 
call Johnson a radical on the 
race issue, as did Johnson's op­ 
ponents 
for 
the Democratic 
nomination. 
Johnson has made it clear 
that he will try to make this a 
"poor boy versus rich man” 
race such as Gov. Orval E.Fau- 
bus ran successfully against 
Rockefeller two years ago. 


Faubus, retiring after six two- 
year term s, is not working 
openly for Johnson, although he 
has said he would rather see a 
Democrat win than a Republi­ 
can. 


Not until this week did John­ 
son ask for campaign help from 
Faubus or the key political fig­ 
ures 
in 
his 
administration. 
Faubus said that he and 
his 
people are Democrats and that 
most of them would provide any 
help that Johnson asked for. 
Rockefeller 
quickly said that 
.Johnson's 
flirtation with thp 
Faubus 
organization 
repre­ 
sented a switch from his pri­ 
m ary campaign position when 
he bitterly criticized 
the ad­ 
m inistration and called for

cleanup of state government.

The late M argaret 
Sanger 
opened the first 
birth control clinic in the United States, at 
46 Amboy Street, Brooklyn, just 50 years ago 
Sunday, Oct. 16. 
Mrs. Sanger and her sister 
were jailed for violating New York’s law against 
dissemination of data on contraception. 
Five, 
years later, New York City police, acting under 
pressure from Roman Catholic Archbishop Pat­ 
rick J. Hayes, closed down a meeting in Town 
Hall at which Mrs. Sanger was to speak. 
Public and private attitudes toward birth con­ 
trol are quite different in today’s over-pop­ 
ulated world. 
On June 7, 1965, the Supreme 
Court struck down a Connecticut law against 
birth control on the ground that it constituted 
an invasion of privacy. 
President Johnson, 
in his foreign aid message to Congress last 
Feb. 1, said that the United States must be 
prepared to help developing countries which ask 
for assistance in controlling population growth. 
Pope Paul VI has indicated that the absolute 
Vatican ban on artificial contraception may be 
modified. 
And even now, before the papal pro­ 
nouncement has been made, some 21 per cent 
of all U. S. Catholic wives of childbearing age 
are said to use birth-control pills. 
In this favorable atmosphere, Planned Parent­ 
hood-World Population is preparing to open 
a two-day conference on “ The Population Crisis: 
Twentieth Century Challenge*’ in New 'iork 
City on Tuesday, Oct. 18. The conference will

THE DO-SOMETHING 89TH 
Saturday (Oct. 15) is the target date for ad­ 
journment of the 89th Congress, although a later 
date or a lame-duck session after the Nov. 8 
elections are possible. 
NO ONE will ever accuse the 89th Congress, 
as Harry S. Truman accused the 80th, of being 
“ do-nothing.” 
By any historical or quantita­ 
tive standard, the 89th Congress has done extra­ 
ordinarily much. 
The 89th’s reputation rests chiefly on the 
accomplishments of the 1965 session. 
Among 
other things, Congress last year approved the 
federal Medicare program that had first been 
proposed, 
in somewhat different form, by 
Truman in 1949; passed the Voting Rights Act; 
escalated the war on poverty; created a new, 
cabinet-level Department of Housing and Urban 
Development; and provided federal aid to ele­ 
m entary, secondary and higher education. 
The record of this year’s session was bound 
to suffer by comparison. When Congress con­ 
vened last January, it was expected to devote 
much of its time to perfecting and financing 
the program s enacted the previous year. 
A 
short session seemed in prospect. 
But Con­ 
gress has now been at work for nine months, and 
the Nov. 8 elections are little more than four 
weeks distant. 
CONGRESS always grows restive as a general 
election approaches. This year, the 76 freshman 
Democrats in the House have particular cause 
for apprehension. 
No fewer than 49 of these 
congressmen represent districts which had voted 
Republican in 1962. Their debt to the 1964 John­ 
son landslide was self-evident, and they have 
liquidated it by a strong show of support for the 
President’s legislative program. 
In 1965, according to Congressional Quarterly, 
the average freshman Democrat in the House 
supported the President on 84 per cent of 17 
selected key votes. During the first seven months 
of the 1966 session (through Aug. 10), by contrast, 
the average degree of support on 16 key votes 
had dropped to 74 per cent. 
The public opinion polls of which Johnson is so 
enamored may be largely 
responsible for the 
freshman Dem ocrats’ dwindling support of White 
House-sponsored legislation. 
As the 
polls 
showed mounting public dissatisfaction with the 
President and his program, the freshman Demo­ 
crats began voting against his proposals-or not 
voting at all. 
This was to be expected. Johnson, elected by 
the largest popular-vote plurality in American 
history in 1964, had nowhere to go in public 
esteem but down. 
NEVERTHELESS, the 1966 session of Congress 
cannot be term ed unproductive. M easures al­ 
ready signed into law include the so-called Cold 
War GI Bill, automobile safety and highway safety 
legislation, and a tax program . The foreign aid 
appropriations bill, continuation ot the war on 
poverty, and legislation to create a 12th cabinet- 
level agency, a Department of Transportation, 
require 
ironing out by House and Senate con­ 
ferees. 
In the rush to adjourn and hit the campaign 
trail, a certain number of bills inevitably will get 
scant attention from an impatient Congress. That 
is why a rare lame-duck session is a possibility. 
The temptation to call such a session must run 
strong in President Johnson, for he realized the 
90th Congress is not likely to be as cooperative 
as the 89th.

WASHINGTON - When you read 
Ben Bagdikian’s expose in the

Meanwhile four enterprising 
sm aller companies had pro­ 
duced anti-smog devices, ap­ 
proved by the California Air 
Pollution Board, June, 1964, 
but couldn’t get the Big Four 
of the Auto Industry to use 
them. 
The four enterprising 
companies are; N orris-T her- 
midor working 
with W. R. 
Grace; American Machine and 
Foundry; 
Arvin 
Industries 
working with Walker Manufac­ 
turing Company. 
Only after months of Justice. 
Department delay and after this 
column, 
on May 22, 1966, ex­ 
posed the delay, was a Federal 
Grand Jury called in Los An­ 
geles.

This might be just another 
feeler .. except for the elec­ 
trifying fact 
that this section 
of the French labor movement 
which dispatched this message 
to authorities here is the Com. 
munist General Confederation 
of Labor, the notorious CGT. 
This is the hardest, toughest, 
most 
disciplined Communist 
labor federation in the 
free 
world. For generations it has 
set the line for Communists in 
North Am erica. Word from its 
leaders always has been im ­ 
mediately taken as the message 
from Moscow. 
Some American labor spe­ 
cialists in Communists affairs 
—

picious of any maneuver 
by 
the CGT - are 
puzzled,

give credence to the word from 
Paris. It has the sound

Seguy, who returned 
from Hanoi early in Septem- 
ber. While there he talked with 
Ho and North Vietnamese Sec- 
retary General Le Duan. When 
Comrade Sequy returned from 
Hanoi, he told a gathering 
of 
French Communists that there 
was reason to believe that the 
North Vietnamese government 
was ready to talk with inter, 
raediarles dispatched by the 
U .S. 
It has been verified that on 
the night of Sept. 4 Seguy told 
high French Communists that 


“ the North Vietnamese govern­ 
ment 
would agree to consider 
the possibility of U. S. troops 
negotiations with the Am eri­ 
cans even prior to the definite 
withdrawal of U.S. troops from 
Vietnamese territory. 
“ A probable formal pledge of

The impression here is that

Arthur Goldberg — whom

The French Communist labor 
statement is believed to be in 
part responsible for Mr. Gold­ 
berg’s constant reiteration of 
confidence that Hanoi may yet 
agree to heed his UN appeal 
fbr negotiations.

The late Margaret 
Sanger 
opened the first 
birth control clinic in the United States, at 
46 Amboy Street, Brooklyn, just 50 years ago 
Sunday, Oct. 16. 
Mrs. Sanger and her sister 
w ere jailed for violating New York’s law against 
dissemination of data on contraception. 
Five, 
years later, New York City police, acting under 
pressure from Roman Catholic Archbishop Pat­ 
rick J. Hayes, closed down a meeting in Town 
Hall at which Mrs. Sanger was to speak. 
Public and private attitudes toward birth con­ 
trol are quite different in today’s over-pop­ 
ulated world. 
On June 7, 1965, the Supreme 
Court struck down a Connecticut law against 
birth control on the ground that it constituted 
an invasion of privacy. 
President Johnson, 
in his foreign aid message to Congress last 
Feb. I, said that the United States must be 
prepared to help developing countries which ask 
for assistance in controlling population growth. 
Pope Paul VI has indicated that the absolute 
Vatican ban on artificial contraception may be 
modified. 
And even now, before the papal pro­ 
nouncement has been made, some 21 per cent 
of all U. S. Catholic wives of childbearing age 
are said to use birth-control pills, 
In this favorable atmosphere, Planned Parent­ 
hood-World 
Population is preparing to open 
a two-day conference on “ The Population Crisis: 
Twentieth Century Challenge*’ in New York 
City on Tuesday, Oct. 18. The conference will 
go into such things as the moral challenge of 
birth control,

THE DO-SOMETHING 89TH 
Saturday (Oct. 15) is the target date for ad­ 
journment of the 89th Congress, although a later 
date or a lame-duck session after the Nov. 8 
elections are possible. 
NO ONE will ever accuse the 89th Congress, 
as Harry S. Truman accused the 80th, of being 
“ do-nothing.” 
By any historical or quantita­ 
tive standard, the 89th Congress has done extra­ 
ordinarily much. 
The 89th’s 
reputation rests chiefly on the 
accomplishments of the 1965 session. 
Among 
other things, Congress last year approved the 
federal Medicare program that had first been 
proposed, 
in somewhat different form, by 
Truman in 1949; passed the Voting Rights Act; 
escalated the war on poverty; created a new, 
cabinet-level Department of Housing and Urban 
Development; and provided federal aid to ele­ 
mentary, secondary and higher education. 
The record of this year’s session was bound 
to suffer by comparison. When Congress con­ 
vened last January, it was expected to devote 
much of its time to perfecting and financing 
the programs enacted the previous year. 
A 
short session seemed in prospect. 
But Con­ 
gress has now been at work for nine months, and 
the Nov. 8 elections are little more than four 
weeks distant. 
CONGRESS always grows restive as a general 
election approaches. This year, the 76 freshman 
Democrats in the House have particular cause 
for apprehension. 
No fewer than 49 of these 
congressmen represent districts which had voted 
Republican in 1962. Their debt to the 1964 John­ 
son landslide was self-evident, and they have 
liquidated it by a strong show of support for the 
President’s legislative program. 
In 1965, according to Congressional Quarterly, 
the average freshman Democrat in the House 
supported the President on 84 per cent of 17 
selected key votes. During the first seven months 
of the 1966 session (through Aug. IO), by contrast, 
the average degree of support on 16 key votes 
had dropped to 74 per cent. 
The public opinion polls of which Johnson is so 
enamored may be largely 
responsible for the 
freshman Democrats* dwindling support of W'hite 
House-sponsored legislation. 
As the 
polls 
showed mounting public dissatisfaction with the 
President and his program, the freshman Demo­ 
crats began voting against his proposals-o r not 
voting at all. 
This was to be expected. Johnson, elected by 
the largest popular-vote plurality in American 
history in 1964, had nowhere to go in public 
esteem but down. 
NEVERTHELESS, the 1966 session of Congress 
cannot be termed unproductive. 
Measures al­ 
ready signed into law include the so-called Cold 
War GI Bill, automobile safety and highway safety 
legislation, and a tax program. The foreign aid 
appropriations bill, continuation ot the war on 
poverty, and legislation to create a 12thcabinet- 
level agency, a Department of Transportation, 
require 
ironing out by House and Senate con­ 
ferees. 
In the rush to adjourn and hit the campaign 
trail, a certain number of bills inevitably will get 
scant attention from an impatient Congress. That 
is why a rare lame-duck session is a possibility. 
The temptation to call such a session must run 
strong in President Johnson, for he realized the 
90th Congress is not likely to be as cooperative 
as the 89th.

Periodically, 
news stories 
are broadcast that pesticides 
have polluted our food or en­ 
vironment In some manner or 
caused Injury to a person using 
them.

sion leading towards eventual 
peace negotiations — “ even be­ 
fore the definite withdrawal of 
U. S. troops from Vietnamese 
territory,** 
This might be just another 
feeler •• except for the elec* 
trlfylng fact 
that this section 
of the French labor movement 
which dispatched this message 
to authorities here is the Com­ 
munist General Confederation 
of Labor, the notorious CGT. 
This is the hardest, toughest, 
most 
disciplined Communist 
labor federation in the 
free 
world. For generations it has 
set the line for Communists in 
North America. Word from its 
leaders always lias been Im­ 
mediately taken as the message 
from Moscow. 
Some American labor spe­ 
cialists in Communists affairs 
— 
though traditionally 
sus­ 
picious of any maneuver 
by 
the CGT - are 
puzzled, 
but 
give credence to the word from 
Paris. It has the sound 
of 
authority because 
it has the 
backing of the powerful Benoit 
Fraction, who as CGT secretary 
general is absolute paramount 
chief of the million • member 
movement. 
It has been established that 
the usually vituperatively anti- 
American CGT did not pull this 
peace message out of some old 
Parisian red belt bar. 
The CGT has had several of 
Its top officials in Southeast 
Asia for months. One of these 
is 
CGT 
deputy 
secretary 
George 
Seguy, who returned 
from Hanoi early in Septem- 
ber. While there he talked with 
Ho and North Vietnamese Sec­ 
retary General Le Duan. When 
Comrade Sequy returned from 
Hanoi, he told a gathering of 
French Communists that there 
was reason to believe that the 
North Vietnamese government 
was ready to talk with inter* 
mediarles dispatched by the 
U.S. 
It lias been verified that on 
the night of Sept. 4 Seguy told 
high French Communists that 


“the North Vietnamese govern­ 
ment 
would agree to consider 
the possibility of U. S. troops 
negotiations with the Ameri­ 
cans even prior to the definite 
withdrawal of U.S. troops from 
Vietnamese territory. 
“A probable formal pledge of 
the American Government 
to 
retire its troops and concurrent 
discontinuation of the air bomb­ 
ing of North Viet Nam/* said 
Seguy, “would create

There are witnesses to at­ 
test to this statement. It must 
be given considerable credence 
because Seguy talked to the 
most authoritative opinions in 
Hanoi. 
What compounds the puzzle­ 
ment here is the fact that the 
CGT is absolutely controlled by 
the French Communist Party, 
and would not grunt without 
permission of the French CP 
central committee. The party, 
even in the Gaullist French

The French Communist labor 
statement Is believed to be In 
part responsible for Mr. Gold­ 
berg's constant reiteration of 
confidence that Hanoi may yet 
agree to heed his UN appeal 
for negotiations.

liged to respond.” 
The spokesman did not spell 
out what the response would be, 
but a ir attack has been the only 
U«S. action against the zone. 
Bombing of the eastern end was 
suspended two weeks ago to al­ 
low field teams of the Interna­ 
tional Control Commission to 
investigate

once neutral zone w a s being 
violated. 
UJ?. B32 bombers attacked 
the zone toward the central part 
today hitting North Vietnamese 
infiltration routes and bivouac 
areas 18 miles northwest of 
Dong Ha, the U.S. Command 
reported. 
In South Viet Nam, ground 
fighting was relatively light as 
the UJ>. and South Vietnamese 
commands reported a series of 
sm all, scattered clashes.

Farm 
Hands 
Not Aided 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Farm 
workers are being brought un­ 
der the minimum wage law, 
courtesy of a new act of Con­ 
gress. But only a fraction of the 
nation's farm hands will be af­ 
fected, thanks to numerous ex­ 
emptions in the law. 
TTie law is 
to about IV2 
term s and ranches and to about 
390,000 w orkers, or 1 2V2 per 
cent of all term workers. 
The term as well as the indi­ 
vidual must meet certain eligi­ 
bility rules. Generally speak­ 
ing, only large term operations 
are covered. 
Exemptions as to coverage 
are set fourth in the statute 
President Johnson signed Sept. 
23, to become effective next 
Feb. 1. Backers of the legisla­ 
tion say they would like it to go 
further; opponents say it places 
an unfair burden on the term er 
as it is. 
The new legislation amends 
the Wage-Hour Act, which here­ 
tofore has not been applicable to 
term w orkers. The amendments 
provide $1.40 an hour minimum 
for non-term workers initially, 
with a boost to $1.60 on Feb. 1, 
1968. For term and ranch work­ 
ers the minimum is to be $1 an 
hour in the first year, $1.15 in 
the second, and $1.30 an hour 
after the beginning of the third 
year. There are no overtime 
provisions 
for farm w orkers. 
Specifically, the law as it now 
applies to term workers pro­ 
vides: 
That an employe shall not be 
covered if he is (l)“the parent, 
spouse, child, or other member 
of the em ployer's tem ily," or 
(2) if he is hired to work on a 
piece rate basis, commutes dal­ 
ly from his permanent re si­ 
dence to the term and has been 
employed in agricultures less 
than 
13 
weeks 
during the 
preceding calendar year. This 
would exempt large numbers of 
college students and others who 
work only in sum m ers. 
Sheep herders and cowboys 
are exempt. The exact descrip­ 
tion of those who qualify under 
this exemption for those "en­ 
gaged in the range production of 
livestock" is yet to be drawn up 
by the secretary of labor. 
An important section of the 
law which results in exemption 
of the majority of all regular 
term hands provides that it 
shall not apply to any worker if 
his employer — the term where 
he is hired — did not use more 
than 500 man-days of agricul­ 
tural labor during any calendar 
quarter • three • month period 
—of the preceding year. 
A “ man-day” means any day 
during which an employe per­ 
forms any agricultural labor for 
not less than one hour. In deter­ 
mining the 500 man-days, the 
employer does not have to count 
worked

INTRODUCTION 
By J. C. Phillips 
So much is not clear to. the 
average American because he 
has not become accustomed to 
thinking in terms of living un­ 
der the authority of a govern­ 
ment superior to the republic 
established by our constitution 
and its several amendments. 
When all but 
two 
United 
States senator voted for our- 
membership in the United Na­ 
tions, 
at that time and since 
a government superior to our 
own determins the course of 
events in our domestic affairs. 
We are talking about the Un­ 
ited Nations. 
Those who brought the United 
Nations into being were not 
playing for peanuts. They were 
not establishing a haven for 
lonely bachelors or lovelorn 
spinsters. The United Nations 
is neither a Chamber of Com­ 
merce nor a Rotary Club: It 
is a government established by 
treaty and the charter of the 
United Nations determines the 
course of events in each iso­ 
lated community of our coun­ 
try as well as in our large cities 
and most populated 
areas. 
Integration as it is being ap­ 
plied through various recently 
enacted civil rights statutes is 
not something thought up on the 
spur of the moment. The force 
with which it is applied is so 
new to the thinking of the av­ 
erage American that much con­ 
fusion has resulted. 
To understand how far reach-1 
ing and how permanent these 
new regulations are, we need to 
read more about the United Na­ 
tions.

Some 20 mil­ 
lion of them are estimated to be 
15 years or more in age, and a 
Delhi official, as reported ii\ Time 
magazine a few years ago, re­ 
marked with great bitterness 
that the 20 million aged cows 
consumed the food production of 
about 40 million acres of Indian 
land. The same article in Time 
also contained the remark that 
“Hindu businessmen support old 
cows' homes more readily than 
old people's homes.” 
There is also a very large pop­ 
ulation of sacred monkeys in 
India, adding nothing to the 
economy while consuming large 
quantities of food. 
Hunger is a terrible thing. I 
have spent many years gather­ 
ing and distributing food to 
starving people, but when it 
comes to feeding unnecessary 
animals, while babies are starv­ 
ing, the limit of tolerance for 
human frailty and error has been 
reached. Something should be 
don e abou t th is b efo re m ore food 
is shipped to India. We have said 
this many times, but we shall 
continue saying it until some­ 
thing is done.

E verybody loves Spring 
bulb flowers — but to select 
a handful of “favorites” from 
the many thousands of varieties 
grown in H olland is a truly 
m onum ental task. H olland 
bulb growers, therefore, leave 
the decisions of which are the 
most outstanding flowers up 
to the gardeners of the world. 
Annually, hundreds of thou­ 
sands of visitors trek through 
the world’s largest bulb gar­ 
den, Keukenhof in Lisse, Hol­ 
land. A poll of these sightseers 
is made to determine which 
varieties are the “most ad­ 
mired.” This list is then pro­ 
claim ed the “ International 
Holland Bulb Selections.” 
T he 1966 list of Interna­ 
tional S e le c t io n s includes 
eleven bulb varieties. Fortun­ 
ately, all of this year’s Selec­ 
tions are available to American 
gardeners. 
N ine tulips w ere given a 
place on the coveted Interna­ 
tional Selections list for 1966: 
Dreaming Maid — a Tri­ 
um ph of v io let ed ged w ith 
white. The strong stems make 
it a good cut flower. 
Sunkist — a deep, golden 
y ello w D arw in. T he large 
flowers have excellent keeping 
qualities. 
Parade — a Darwin Hybrid 
of vivid , b la zin g signal red. 
The flowers are exceptionally 
large. 
Halcro — a Cottage of car­ 
mine-red with a yellow base 
ed ged green. T he flow er is 
oval on a tall stem. 
White Triumphator - a pure 
white Lily-flowered tulip. The 
flowers are borne on 30-inch 
stems. 


Black Farrot — a Parrot of 
deep purple with darker in­ 
side, almost black in color. 
Oriental Beauty — a Grei- 
gii Hybrid of Vermillion red 
with a deep brown base. The 
foliage is mottled. 
Heart’s Delight — a Kauf- 
manniana of carmine red out­ 
side edged with pale rose. The 
foliage is also mottled. 
Red Emperor — a Fosteri- 
ana of firey-red. This 16-inch 
tall tulip has been called one 
of the most beautiful varieties 
grown. 
The winning hyacinth for 
1966 is the variety La Vic- 
toire. It is a crimson rose with 
a large cluster of bells that are 
silvery in the center. 
Rounding out the 1966 In­ 
ternational Holland Bulb Se­ 
lections is the daffodil Rem­ 
brandt. This is an exception­ 
ally large golden yellow in the 
Trumpet division. 
Garden color is assured 
from April through most of 
May with the 1966 Interna­ 
tional S electio n s. H ow ever, 
you may want to add more 
color and stretch the season 
by complementing the Selec­ 
tions with other tulips, daffo­ 
dils and hyacinths. 
For the most dramatic ef­ 
fect, plant bulbs of a single 
variety or color in clumps of 
12 or more. Tulips, daffodils 
and hyacinths are planted six 
inches deep and apart. 
Spring-flowering bulbs can 
be planted in the F all any 
time until the ground freezes 
hard. Early planting, though, 
is best.

Veracruz 
if you want to set­ 
tle back and relax. 
For this Gulf port city is a 
busy spot. It has good beaches 
and excellent 
deep sea fish­ 
ing. But its 
greatest attrac­ 
tion is its easy-going, friend­ 
ly 
people. Probably the gay­ 
est in the country. 
Veracruz got its name from 
Hernan Cortes. 
The Spanish 
invasion fleet 
was anchored 
off the coast here in April, 
1519. 
On Good Friday, Cortes 
landed with a 
small party a 
short 
way down tne coast. 
Hoever, 
he wanted a harbor. 
So he explored until he found 
this one and ran up the flag 
for 
his base 
of operations. 
Cortes 
called 
the place La 
Villa Rica 
de la Vera Cruz 
(the Rich Village of the True 
Cross). 
And the name was 
gradually whittled down to just 
Veracruz. 
Cortes fanned out from here 
and kept it as a base even when 
he reached Tenochtitlan (Mexi­ 
co City) and was battling the 
Aztecs for their mountain real 
estate. 
For many a 
year life 
was 
difficult here. Veracruz was 
repeatedly 
sacked by pirates 
and 
besieged 
by invading 
troops. Plagues and hurricanes 
took their toll but the inhabi­ 
tants 
hung on. And from all 
the maize of history and dis­ 
aster, the port of 
Veracruz 
emerged. 


Today, 
it is the biggest and 
most important port in Mexico. 
The Veracruzanos are proud 
of their heritage and will loud­ 
ly defend their hometown again­ 
st any and all criticism .

INTRODUCTION 
By J. C. Phillips 
So much is not clear to the 
average American because he 
has not become accustomed to 
thinking in terms of living un­ 
der the authority of a govern­ 
ment superior to the republic 
established by our constitution 
and its 
several amendments. 
When all but 
two 
United 
States senator voted for our- 
membership in the United Na­ 
tions, 
at that time and since 
a government superior to our 
own determins 
the course of 
events in our domestic affairs. 
We are talking about the Un­ 
ited Nations. 
Those who brought the United 
Nations 
into being were not 
playing for peanuts. They were 
not establishing a haven for 
lonely bachelors or lovelorn 
spinsters. The United Nations 
is neither a Chamber of Com­ 
merce nor 
a Rotary Club; It 
is a government established by 
treaty and the charter of the 
United Nations determines the 
course of events in each iso­ 
lated 
community of our coun­ 
try as well as in our large cities 
and most populated 
areas. 
Integration as it is being ap­ 
plied through various recently 
enacted civil rights statutes is 
not something thought up on the 
spur of the moment. The force 
with which it is applied is so 
new to the thinking of the av­ 
erage American that much con­ 
fusion has resulted. 
To understand how far reach-' 
ing and how permanent 
these 
new regulations are, we need to 
read more about theUnitedNa- 
tions. 
Then 
we 
come to the 
realization that the Great Soc­ 
iety with all of its social and

with integration of the races, is 
just as permanent as the Un­ 
ited Nations.

H olland 
bulb growers, therefore, leave 
the decisions of which are the 
most outstanding flowers up 
to the g a rd e n e rs of the world. 
Annually, hundreds of thou­ 
sands of visitors trek through 
the world's largest bulb gar­ 
den, Keukenhof in Lisse, Hol­ 
land. A poll of these sightseers 
is made to determine which 
varieties are the “most ad­ 
mired.” This list is then pro­ 
claim ed the “ International 
Holland Bulb Selections.” 
Tho 1966 list of Interna­ 
tional S e le c t io n s includes 
eleven bulb varieties. Fortun­ 
ately, all of this year’s Selec­ 
tions are available to American 
gardeners. 
N ine tulips w ere given a 
place on the coveted Interna­ 
tional Selections list for 1966: 
Dreaming Maid — a Tri­ 
um ph of v io let ed ged w ith 
white. The strong stems make 
it a good cut flower. 
Sunkist — a deep, golden 
y ellow D arw in. T he large 
flowers have excellent keeping 
qualities. 
Parade — a Darwin Hybrid 
of vivid, b la zin g signal red. 
The flowers are exceptionally 
large. 
Hetero — a Cottage of car- 
mine-red with a yellow base 
edged green. T h e flow er is 
oval on a tall stem. 
White Triumphator - a pure 
white Lily-flowered tulip. Tile 
flowers are borne on 30-inch 
stems. 


Black Parrot — a Parrot of 
deep purple with darker in­ 
side, almost black in color. 
Oriental Beauty — a Grei- 
gii Hybrid of Vermillion red 
with a deep brown base. The 
foliage is mottled. 
Heart’s Delight — a Kauf- 
manniana of carmine red out­ 
side edged with pale rose. The 
foliage is also mottled. 
Red Emperor — a Fosteri- 
ana of firey-red. This 16-inch 
tall tulip has been called one 
of the most beautiful varieties 
grown. 
The winning hyacinth for 
1966 is the variety La Vie- 
toire.

W hat is Sacred Here? 


'’J 'H E basis of relief for suffer­ 
ing people normally has been 
that the needy should do their 
b e s t t o h e l p 
themselves. This 
p r i n c i p l e is 
sound. 
If the Ameri­ 
can people knew 
that a vast herd 
of about 200 mil­ 
lion sacred cows 
roamed through­ 
out India eating 
what they want, 
w herever th ey 
find it, and that 
an e s t i m a t e d 
h n e r o ne-q u arter of 
the grain we send to India will 
be consumed by rats, the Con­ 
gressional vote to send a billion 
dollars worth of food to India 
would certainly not have been 
unanimous. 
Few American taxpayers will 
want to dig down into their 
pockets for $175 million to buy 
food for rats in India. India’s 
cattle population of about 200 
million is about double that of 
ours, and none of these animals 
are used for meat. Some 20 mil­ 
lion of them are estimated to be 
15 years or more in age, and a 
Delhi official, as reported in T ime 
magazine a few years ago, re­ 
marked with great bitterness 
that the 20 million aged cows 
consumed the food production of 
about 40 million acres of Indian 
land. The same article in Time 
also contained the remark that 
“Hindu businessmen support old 
cows’ homes more readily than 
old people's homes.” 
There is also a very large pop­ 
ulation of sacred monkeys in 
India, adding nothing to the 
economy while consuming large 
quantities of food. 
Hunger is a terrible thing. I 
have spent many years gather­ 
ing and distributing food to 
starving people, but when it 
comes to feeding unnecessary 
animals, while babies are starv­ 
ing, the limit of tolerance for 
human frailty and error has been 
reached. Something should be 
done about this before more food 
is shipped to India. We have said 
this many times, but we shall 
continue saying it until some­ 
thing is done

Veracruz got its name from 
Heman Cortes.

So he explored until he found

With Taking a Drink?” 


SERMON: “ THIS DAMNABLE 
LIQUOR EVIL” 
Tesi: “ Do you know that your 
body is a tem ple of the Holy 
Spirit within you, which you 
have from God? 
You a re not 
your own; you w ere bought with 
a price. So glorify God in your 
body.” 
I Corinthians 6:19 (RSV) 
A m anuscript report of a se r­ 
mon preached by the Reverend 
D r. A rthur C. Fulbright for 
“ Student Recognition Day,” De­ 
cem ber 27, 1964, at the F irst 
Methodist Church, D exter, Mis­ 
souri. 
A young couple, home from 
college for the C hristm as holi­ 
days, cam e to their M inister 
with the question, “ What is 
wrong with taking a drink?” 
They were a fine outstanding 
couple. 
The M inister had re ­ 
ceived them into the church fel­ 
lowship as full m em bers and had 
also encouraged them to attend 
college. 
Now, these two fine 
colege students made it clear 
to the M inister that they did 
no mean excessive drinking. 
They explained that they lived 
among younger people w here 
m oderate drinking was the thing 
to do. 
The young man said, 
“ Now, 
P asto r, tell 
us what 
you really think. Is th ere any­ 
thing 
wrong 
with 
taking 
a 
drink?** 
Suppose you had been in this 
p asto r's place? 
Suppose this young man or 
this young woman had been 
your son or your daughter, what 
reply would you have wanted 
the Pastor to give? 
Before we consider the an­ 
sw er to this question let us 
first look at som e basic truths 
in regard to alcohol and its ef­ 
fect upon the human body and 
upon human behavior. 
Tremendous p ressu res a re be­ 
ing put on people to drink a l­ 
coholic beverages. There is 
the p ressu re of advertising that 
makes 
drinking 
attractiv e. 
There is the problem of con­ 
form ity — of drinking to be a 
mem berof the group. 
T herefore, our serm on them e 
has to do with the drinking 
problem and we enter it by not­ 
ing two facts. 
The first has 
to do with the size of the prob­ 
lem 
There a re 115 million 
people in our country of drink­ 
ing age and 67 million of them 
use alcoholic beverages to som e 
extent. Seven million of these— 
one out of every ten get into 
serious trouble through their 
use of liquor. 
The first things it lias to say 
is that the drinking habit is 
harm ful. 
The SECOND thing 
you find when you bring this 
problem to the Bible is that 
nowhere does it set up a rule 
which says that you must not 
drink. 
The 
Bible does not 
set up detailed rules for liv­ 
ing, but suggests certain p rin ­ 
ciples which have to be form ed 
on the basis of facts. 
Now notice a third truth: when 
you set the drinking problem 
down alongside the Bible you 
discover what is called the law 
of C hristian conscience. “ For 
if any one sees you, a man of 
knowledge, at table in an idol's 
tem ple, might he not be en­ 
couraged, if his conscience is 
weak, to eat food offered to 
idols? 
And so by your know­ 
ledge this weak man is de­ 
stroyed, the brother for whom 
C hrist died. 
Thus, sinning 
against 
your 
brethren 
and 
wounding their conscience when 
it is week, you sin against 
C hrist. 
T herefore, if food is 
a cause of mv b ro th er's fail­ 
ing, I will never eat m eat, lest 
I cause my brother to fall.” 
I Corinthians 8:10-13) 
There is another word in the 
Bible which deserves to be 
set alongside that of St. Paul; 
it com es from Jesus C hrist 
and what is says is this: “ Who­ 
ever causes one of these little 
ones who believe in me to sin, 
it would be better for him to 
have a great m illstone fasten. 
e< 
around his neck and to be 
drowned in the depth of the se a.” 
You cannot get away from its 
meaning: 
the man or woman 
who encourages a young p er­ 
son to drink or who makes it 
difficult for him or hr not to 
drink, c a rrie s a heavy respon­ 
sibility. 
That 
includes 
the 
liquor in te rests with their heavy 
advertising 
cam paigns, 
the 
“ boss” who throws a 
liquor 
party for the force, the host­ 
e sse s who do not serve any­ 
thing besides beverage alco­ 
hol, and it includes parents! 
The facts a re that where fath­ 
e rs and m others drink the chan­ 
ces a re two to one that the chil­ 
dren will follow suit. 
As 
we 
face 
tills question: 
“ What is wrong with taking a 
drink?” — I give you this word 
from the A postle: 
“ Don't get 
your stim ulus from wine (for 
there is alw ays the danger of 
excessive drinking) but let the 
Spirit stim ulate your souls.” 
There is no way for me to ade­ 
quately ex p ress my contetm pt 
for the liquor traffic. 
If Je ­ 
sus C hrist drove the money 
changers out of the tem ple for 
their m aterialistic handling of 
sacred rite s, what would be 
His attitude toward those who 
nandie for profit the souls of 
men and women and boys and 
girls! 
Now let us consider the ques­ 
tion raised : 
“ What is wrong 
with taking a drink?" 
F irs t, 
it is best to abstain from use 
of alcoholic beverages 
be­ 


cause a drink, whether nam t- 
ual or occasional, rep resen ts 
a flight from reality. 
At best 
it is an escapism for those who 
refuse to face up to life 's prob­ 
lem with clear and unclouded 
minds. 
A 
fam e 
C hristian 
said, 
“ Drinkiu, 
the refuge 
ol the 
weak; it is crutcues for the 
lam e due* .” 
Today s ne of the best brains 
in the 
orld a re frequently 
being du led by alcohol. 
The 
world will probably be much 
poorer, because of it, for who 
can estim ate what contributions 
som e g reat minds might make 
to the p ro g re ss of civilization 
if they w ere kept clear for c re ­ 
ative thinking, instead of being 
dulled and destroyed by alcohol. 
The person who often chooses 
a flight from reality instead 
of facing life 's problem s is not 
likely 
to 
accom plish 
much 
worthwhile. 
Second, it is wise to abstain 
from the use of alcohol be­ 
cause of the dangers of social 
or m oderate drinking. 
Alcoholism has become our 
num ber three health problem , 
exceeded only by heart disease 
and cancer! 
A doctor said to 
me, “ Alcohol is our number 
three health problem and, no 
doubt, our number one social 
problem .” 
If you want to know som e of 
the dangers of social or mod­ 
erate drinking - ask any one 
of the five million alcoholics 
in A m erica. 
I have great com passion for 
the alcoholic. 
He is sick. He 
is suffering from a m oral en­ 
slavem ent from which he may 
have trie d many tim es to es­ 
cape. 
Jesu s C hrist always 
had com passion on those who 
w ere sick in body, mind, or 
soul! 
He did not condone any 
evil but He always had com ­ 
passion. 
The Church 
must 
learn not to condemn the a l­ 
coholic 
but to have com pas­ 
sion and try to help and re­ 
deem those lonely, fru strated , 
defeated persons who need help 
so badly! 


The alcoholic is the finished 
product of the damnable liquor 
traffic! 
Two facts we need 
to bear in mind. 
Every alco­ 
holic 
is 
recruited from the 
ranks of the social or mod­ 
erate drinker, and every mod­ 
erate drinker is a potential al­ 
coholic. 
After an exhaustive study of 
the problem of alcoholism . D r. 
Robert Flem ing concludes, “ No 
human being can be regarded 
as im m une.” 


No doctor can guarantee that 
if you do certain things or avoid 
certain things you will never 
have heart disease. 
Medical 
men a re doing m arvelous things 
but they have not learned how to 
prevent heart disease, our num­ 
ber one health problem . 
The 
sam e is tru e regarding cancer, 
our num ber two health problem . 
But any doctor will tell you 
and guarantee you, that if you 
never drink alcohol you will 
never 
have 
alcoholism , our 
num ber th ree health prohlem . 
Only persons who drink alco­ 
holic beverages become alco­ 
holic! 
Third, it is im portant to ab­ 
stain from drinking alcoholic 
beverages because the stand­ 
ard which Jesus C hrist set for 
the C hristian is to avoid all 
evil — even the appearance of 
it. Jesu s C hrist taught the body 
is the tem ple of the Holy Spir­ 
it and that we should take noth­ 
ing into it to defile it. 
Al­ 
cohol certainly defiles the hu­ 
man body. 
It is the responsibility of the 
C hristian also to avoid giving 
support to evil. 
A 
person 
should rem em ber that when he 
drinks alcoholic beverage he 
becom es a party in and gives 
support to rhe traffic of a drug 
which is .wakening the fabric 
of ch aracter of som e of his 
fellow citizens, destroying th eir 
finer sensitivities, and cutting 
th eir nerve of will pow er. He 
is participating in a traffic 
that 
is 
breaking 
A m erican 
hom es, destroying the happi­ 
ness of men and women and 
youth, and leaving little chil­ 
dren 
m entally disturbed, and 
killing thousands year by yearl 
Drink cause m ore damage than 
w ars, pestilence and famine 
com bined. 
F u rth erm o re, 
the 
C hristian 
should avoid drink because of 
his influence. 
The influences 
of our exam ple is som ething we 
cannot d isreg ard . We shall be 
judged before God for those who 
fell while following afte r us. 
I have stood with school chil­ 
dren many tim es and pledged 
allegiance to the Flag of the 
United States of A m erica and 
to the Republic for which it 
stands. 
I always feel a great 
sense of pride, p atriotism and 
loyalty in doing so. 
Ckie tfay I stood at the a ltar 
and took a vow to be loyal and 
to uphold my church. 
I have 
been so happy that I did. To­ 
day, in keeping with the teach­ 
ing and program of my church 
I am happy and proud to renew 
my pledge of total abstainance 
from alcoholic beverage. 
May God help us to have the 
spiritual endowment, in stesti- 
nal fortutide and integrity to 
stand by our convictions!

young couple, home from 
college for the C hristm as holi­ 
days, came to their M inister 
with the question, 
“ What is 
wrong with taking a drink?” 
They were a fine outstanding 
couple. 
The M inister had re­ 
ceived them into the church fel­ 
lowship as full m em bers and had 
also encouraged them to attend 
college. 
Now, these two fine 
colege students made it clear 
to the M inister that they did 
no mean excessive drinking. 
They explained that they lived 
among younger people where 
moderate drinking was the thing 
to do. 
The young man said, 
“ Now, P asto r, 
tell 
us what 
you really think. Is there any­ 
thing 
wrong 
wit!, 
taking 
a 
dunk?” 
Suppose you had been in this 
pasto r's place? 
Suppose tills 
young man or 
this young woman 
had been 
your son or your daughter, what 
reply would you have wanted 
the Pastor to give? 
Before we consider the an­ 
swer to this question let us 
first look at som e basic truths 
in regard to alcohol and its ef­ 
fect upon the h u m a n body and 
upon human behavior. 
Tremendous p re ssu re s a re be­ 
ing put on people to drink al­ 
coholic b everages. There is 
the p ressu re of advertising that 
makes 
drinking 
attractive. 
There is the problem of con­ 
formity — of drinking to l>e a 
memberof the group. 
Therefore, our serm on theme 
lias to do with the drinking 
problem and we enter it by not­ 
ing two h icts. 
Hie first lias 
to do with the si/* of the p ro l- 
lem 
There a re 115 million 
people in our country of drink­ 
ing age and 67 m illion of them 
use alcoholic beverages to some 
extent. Seven m illion of these— 
one out of every ten get into 
serious trouble through their 
use of liquor. 
The first tilings it lias to say 
is that the drinking habit is 
harm ful. 
The SECOND thing 
you find when you bring this 
problem to me buue is that 
nowhere does it set up a rule 
which says tliat you must not 
drink. 
The 
Bible does not 
set up detailed ru les for liv­ 
ing, I Hit suggests certain prin­ 
ciples which liave to be form ed 
on the basis of facts. 
Now notice a third truth: when 
you set the drinking problem 
down alongside the Bible you 
discover what is called the law 
of C hristian conscience. “ For 
lf any one sees you, a man of 
knowledge, at table in an idol's 
tem ple, 
might he not be en­ 
couraged, if his conscience is 
weak, to eat food offered to 
idols? 
And so by your know­ 
ledge this 
weak 
man rn de­ 
stroyed, the b rother for whom 
Christ died. 
T hus, 
sliming 
against 
your 
brethren 
and 
wounding their conscience when 
it is week, 
you sin against 
C hrist. 
T herefore, if food is 
a cause of mv b ro th er's fail­ 
ing, I will never eat meat, lest 
I cause my bi other to fall.” 
I C orinthians 8:10-13) 
There Is another word in the 
B itie which deserves to be 
set alongside that of St. Paul; 
it comes 
from Jesus Christ 
and what is says is this; “ Who­ 
ever causes one of these little 
ones who believe in me to sin, 
it would be better for him to 
have a great m illstone fasten- 
e< 
around his neck and to be 
drowned in the depth of the sea.** 
You cannot get away from its 
meaning: 
the man or woman 
who encourages a young per­ 
son to drink or who makes it 
difficult for him or hr not to 
drink, c a rrie s a heavy respon­ 
sibility. 
Ti u t 
includes 
the 
liquor in terests with their heavy 
advertising 
cam paigns, 
the 
“ boss” who throw s a 
Ii juor 
party for the force, the host­ 
esses who do not serve any­ 
thing besides 
txiverage alco­ 
hol, and it includes parents! 
Tile facts a re that where fath­ 
e rs and m others drink the chan­ 
ces a re two to one tliat the chil­ 
dren will follow suit. 
As 
we 
face 
tills question: 
“ What is wrong with taking a 
drink?” — *1 give you tins word 
from the A postle: 
” Don’t get 
your stim ulus from wine (for 
there is alw ays the danger of 
excessive drinking) but let the 
Spirit stim ulate your souls.*' 
There is no way for me to ade­ 
quately ex p ress my eontetrnpt 
for the liquor traffic. 
If Je­ 
sus C hrist 
drove the money 
changers out of the tem ple for 
their m aterialistic liandling of 
sacred lite s , 
what would be 
His attitude tow ard those who 
iiaudle for profit the souls of 
men and women and boys and 
girl si 
Now let us consider the ques­ 
tion raised; 
“ Wliat is wrong 
with take <f a drink?* 
F irst, 
it is best to abstain from use 
uf alcoholic 
beverages 
be­ 


cause a drink, whether Habit­ 
ual or occasional, rep resen ts 
a flight from reality. 
At best 
it is an escapism for those who 
refuse to face up to life 's prob­ 
lem with clear and unclouded 
m inds. 
A 
fam e 
C hristian 
said, 
“ Drinkiu 
the refuge 
oi the 
weak; it is crutcnes for the 
lam e due’ .** 
Today s ne of the best brain s 
in the 
orld are frequently 
being du led by alcohol. 
The 
world will probably be much 
poorer, because of it, for who 
can estim ate what contributions 
som e g rea t trends might make 
to the p ro g re ss of civilization 
if they w ere kept clear for c re ­ 
ative thinking, instead of being 
dulled and destroyed by alcohol. 
The person who often chooses 
a 
flight from reality instead 
of facing life 's problem s Is not 
likely 
to 
accom plish 
much 
w orthw hile. 
Second, it is wise to abstain 
from the use of alcohol t*> 
cause of the dangers of social 
or m oderate drinking. 
A lcoholism 
has become our 
num ber three health problem , 
exceeded only by heart disease 
and cancer I 
A doctor said to 
m e, “ Alcohol is our num ber 
three health problem m d, no 
doubt, our number one social 
p ro b lem ," 
If you want to know som e of 
die dangers of social or mod­ 
erate drinking - ask any one 
of the five million alcoholics 
in A m erica.
